bove one Ell and a quarter was fill’d with Quick-fiiver, 
the reft with common water. This open end was ihut 
with a finger, and inverted into a veflTel with ftagnant 
Mercury y then removing the finger y the Mercury be¬ 
gan to fall out, fo that the sggregatof the Quick-fiiver 
and water falling, the water remain'd in the upper-parc 
of the inverted cane, now free from Air. This being 
done, the Cane was thusexpofed to the open Air in the 
Month of January , in frofty weather, and in one night 
the water in it was congealed into Ice of a very good 
confiftence. Afterwards Signer Riaatdini i having com¬ 
pared this Ice with that which was produced in the open 
Air, found, that thelce in the Cane was in fubftance al¬ 
together like that of Hail, that is,an opaque and whitifli 
Body5 whereas that, which was made in the Air, was 
transparent like Chryftal. Befides, he obferved, that the 
Ice made in the Cane'was heavier in fpecie than that in the 
ambient Air: which he difeover’d by putting it into a 
fluid, which was in fpecie lighter than water , but heavier 
than Ieemadein the open Air; whereby he found,thar, 
whereas the Ice made in the Cane funk, that in the Air 
floated therein. 

Which Experiment feemsnotto favour tbofe (faith 
the Author; who efteem, that Ice, made in the common 
Air, is produced by the extrufion of Air-latitant in the 
water, and by the refolution of the more fubtile parts, 
receiving in their ftead the mixture of terreftrialexha- 
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ktions: confidering that by the above mentioned Ex- 
periment it appears, that in the production of the Ice 
made in the open Air, the very Air is mixed with the 
Water. 

But of thefe and many other things the,Author (faith 
the Jo:.rna’iJl) intends to difcourfe in his NaturalPhilofo- 
pby j where he means to fhew, that 'tis not necefiary, 
there ftiould be any vacuities in the Ice, and to teach, 
what is to be faid of the place deferted by the Mercury 
whether it be void of all Body, or only of the Air, that 
was there*

third of January, and.have fent you the Viviparous fly 
and the Sett of Inquiries you. defire of me. The fly is 
one, if not the very biggeft , of the harmlefs Tribe that 
I.have met with in England; 1 call them harmlefs^ becaufe 
that they are without that hard Tongue or Sting in the 
mouthjWith which the seflrum- kind, or Gad-flyes,trouble 
and offend both man and beafts. This Ely is ftriped 
upon the fhould.ers grey and bjack,.and as it were 
checkered on the tail with the fame two colours: the 
Female may be known by a rednefs on the very point of 
the tail. The very latter end of May 1666, I opened 
feveral of them, and found, two Baggs of live white 
worms of a long and round fhape, with black heads.; 
they moved both in my. hand and in the un-opened Vef- 
cicles, backwards and forwards, as being all difpofed in 
ihe Cells, length-ways the body of the femal, like a 
Sheaf.
